Prepare to make yoilr garden work 
until frost next fall. 
T hat is advice 
to home gardeners by horticulturists 
of the U. S. Departm ent of Agricul­ 
ture. 
Do your planning around the win­ 
ter lamp. 
Interest in it all members 
of the family, especially the chil­ 
dren who, by being given a p artn er­ 
ship 
now, will know their 
duties 
when the time comes. 
Head such 
gardening publications as are avail­ 
able. 
W rite to Hie Departm ent of 
Agriculture for a 
home gardening 
bulletin. 
In making a diagram of the g ar­ 
den it is well to use tough paper, 
such as heavy 
w rapping 
{paper, 
Which will sTand repeated handling 
out of doors. 
A fairly large scale 
should be adopted so that full notes 
can be kept in the spaces represent­ 
ing r o w s . 
lf the garden is fairly 
large or abnorm ally long the diagram 
may be made in separate sections for 
the sake of convenience. . 
Plan For Home Needs. 
A typical plan of this character is 
shown in the illustration. 
This plan, 
of course, is of use chiefly as an ex­ 
ample, and in most cases a different 
arrangem ent 
will be 
necessary to 
meet tile conditions surrounding in­ 
dividual garden spaces. 
On the plan 
the gardener may indicate the ap ­ 
proxim ate date 
when each .of his 
projected crops is to be planted. No 
more space should be 
‘allotted to 
each than is needed to furnish a su f­ 
ficient quantity of the vegetable for 
family 
consum ption or for 
other 
known needs. 
Make the garden work all summer. 
Make your plans so that when one 
cl op is ready for the table or for 
canning 
another vegetable 
can be 
planted between tile old rows and 
new plantings can take the space v a­ 
cated. 
Many home gardeners seem 
content to raise a 
single crop on 
each plot of land at their disposal,. 
but it is quite possible to grow two 
or three crops of some vegetables in 
one season. 
A primary 
consideration in a r­ 
ranging the garden is the kind 
of 
cultiation to be employed. 
Where 
tile work is to be done mainly 
by 
means of horse-draw n tools the a r­ 
rangement should be such as to give 
the longest 
possible rows 
and a 
straight outline should be followed. 
The garden 
should be 
tree 
from 
paths across the rows and turning 
spaces should be provided at the 


e n d s . 
For hand 
cultivation (the 
method th at probably will be used by 
most- borne gardeners) the arrange­ 
ment can be quite different, as the 
gar.den may be laid out in sections 
with transverse walks and the^ rows 
can be much closer for most crops. 
Remember Early Vegetables. 
It is also im portant to consider the 
location of perm anent crops such as 
asparagus and rhubarb. 
If any of 
the small fruits such as raspberries, 
currants and gooseberries are to he 
planted within the garden enclosure 
they should be 
included with 
the 
permanent crops. 
The location and 
area 
tor tin* hotbed, cold-frame or 
seed bed should be decided upon,
